San Bernardino County to 
the Front. 


English Capitalists Interested in Sev- 
eral Properties. 


A Railroad Projeeted to Tap the Rich 
Mineral Belt. 


Heavy Litigation Between Noted Mines in 
the Calico District—One Concern 
Charged with Tapping the 
Others’ Ore Veins, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San Francisco, Feb. 15.—[By the As- 
sociated Press} J. B. Osborne, a well- 
known mining man of San Bernardino 
county, is at the Grand Hotel. He gave 
some interesting news concerning the 
mining inter:sts of his county. 

‘San Bernardino,’’ he said, ‘‘is com- 
ing to the front as a mining section. 
The mines have only been operated for 
about ten years, but the results so far 
have been very encouraging. While 
silver predominates, thereare plenty of 
lead and gold deposits. What we need 
most, however, is decent railroad trans- 
portation. It looks now as though we 
would getit. The Atlantic and Pacific 
runs aline through the county from 
Mojave to Albuquerque, but it does not 
pass through the mineralsection. Now, 
I understand that the same company in- 
tends pushing its line through to Utah 
along the line of the mines. This will 
give the industries of the county a gen- 
uine boom. English capitalists are be- 
coming interested in several mining 


properties, and a London syndicate re- 


cently purchased the famous Remover 
Company’s mine."’ 


HEAVY MINING SUITS. 
Calico Mine Alleged to be Purloining 
from Its Neighbors. , 

San Francisco, Feb. 15.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The Calico Mining 
and Milling Company, a local corpora- 
tion, was made defendant in three 
suits commenced in the United States 
Circuit Court teday for heavy damages. 
The Waterloo Mining Company, a cor- 
poratiou existing under the laws of 
the State of Wisconsin, and having its 
principal place of business at Milwau- 
kee, is the plaintiff in two of the suits. 
In the first suit plaintiff alleges that it 


is the owner of a plat of mining ground | 


in the Calico mining district, San Ber- 
nardino connty, known as the Silver 
King quartz mine and also as 
the ‘Silver King quartz lode mining 
claim.’’ The property in question 
is designated as lot No. 87 of the Cal- 
ico mining district, and is also so desig- 
nated ina patent of the United States 
issued to Charles T. Bradley, William’ 
H. Metcalf, Daniel Wells, Jr., and C. 
W. Langer, predecessors in interest 
and grantors of the plaintiff on January 
10, 1891. Within the limits ofthe 
mining claim is a lode of rock bearing 
silver and other valuable minerals, 
which, it is alleged in the complaint, 
has been entered upon by defendant 
continuously from August 9, 1891, up 
to the present time, and by means of 
various drifts, tunnels, slopes, raises 
and other workings underground, ex- 
tending from the Oriental No, 2 mining 
claim, of which defendant is in pos- 
session, the latter has extracted some 
2500 tons of ore of the value of $30 a 
ton. Plaintiff asks judgment for $75,- 
000 damages. 

The other suit is for $54,000 dam- 
ages, the value of 1800 tons of ore 
which, it is alleged, was abstracted by 
defendant from the mining claim of 
plaintiff known as the ‘Red Jacket 
gold, silver and nickle quartz mine 
ciaim,’’ or the “Red. Jacket quartz 
mine,’ in the Calico mining district. 
In this case it is charged that the defend- 
ant in the manner as stated in the suit 
between August 9, 1891, and the pres- 
ent time, extended its drifts from the 
Mammoth mining claim, of which de- 
fendant is in possession. The Waterloo 
Mining Company’s title to the claim 
was obtained from Charles T. Bradley 
and others, who were granted letters 
patent on January 10, 1891. 

The third suit against the Calico Min- 
ing and Milling Company is brought by 
the Burning Moscow Mining Company, 
a corporation organized and existing 
under the laws of this State, to recover 
damages for trespassing upon plaintiff's 
mining claim in the Calico mining dis- 
trict. Plaintiff is the owner of the 
Burning Moscow mine, also known as 
the “Burning Moscow quartz mining 
claim,”’ and alleges that between Aug- 
ust 9, 1891, and the present time de- 
fendant by means of drifts, tunnels, etc., 
extending from the Mammoth mining 
claim, has extracted from the plaintiff’s 
lode and vein some 1500 tons of ore of 
a total value of $45,000, which amount 
it seeks to recover. 


Where is Detective Brown? 

Cotumsus (O.,) Feb. 15.—Mrs. Brown, 
wife of Detective James A. Brown, re- 
ported to have mysteriously disap- 
peared from San Francisco on Thurs- 
day. received a letter from her husdand 
this morning, stating that he was going 
on.a trip to Los Angeles. She has no 
fears that Brown has been foully dealt 
with, as intimated in a San Francisco 
dispatch. Brown is engaged in the in- 
vestigation of-the Sidney Bell murder 
case. Acall at the home of C. S. Bell, 
father of Sidney Bell, developed that 
they had heard nothing about the dis- 
appearance. 


Hill Securing the Delegates. 

AvaByy (N. Y.,) Feb. 15.—Of 884 
delegates to be selected to attend the 
Democratic State Convention 276 dele- 
gates are out of New York and Kings 
counties. At the headquarters of Hill 
it was given out tonight. that 123 del- 
egates outside of New York and Kings 
counties are already selected, of whom 
120 are for Hill.

THE TYPHUS SCOURGE. 


More Cases in New York—Rigid Quaran- 
tine Mcasures. 

New Yorks, Feb. 15.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Several new cases’ of 
typhus fever were discovered here to- 
day. They are Russian Hebrews and 
were taken to North Brothers Island. 

The steerage passengers of the City 
of Berlin were all transferred to Hoff- 
man Island this morning, and the ship, 
after being thoroughly disinfected and 
cleansed, was allowed to proceed to her 
dock. Sixty-seven Russian steerage 
passengers on the steamer Belgenland 
were sent to Hoffman Island for obser- 
The rémainder of the steerage 
passengers were allowed to proceed 
with the ship to herdock after being 
disinfected. 

The different trans-Atlantic steam- 
ship companies carrying mene 
to this country are greatly exercised 
over the typhus fever outbreak, and es- 
pecially over the action of the health 


‘| officers of the port in quarantining in 


such large numbers of immigrants, as 
the companies are obliged to support 
he immigrants while they are in quar- 
ntjne. There are now due at this port 
alarge number of *steamships, and in 
them many immigrants from various 
parts of Russia. All these Russians 
wijl be held on Hoffman’s Island for a 
week orten days. The agent of the 
North German Lloyd Steamship Com- 
pany today cabled instructions to the 
other side to refuse to take any more 
Russian immigrants. It is probable 
other companies will take the same 
action. 

Seven more cases of typhus fever 
were discovered this afternoon at No. 
42 Twelth street, and removed at once 
to North Brothers Island. 


THREE MINERS KILLED. 


Carried Down in a Chute and Suffocated 
Under a Mass of Dirt. 

Asptn (Colo.,) Feb. 15.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Mollie Gibson mine 
was the scenethis morning ofa terrible 
accident which caused the death of three 
men. The men were in the shaft, and, 
in order to get rid of the dirt and rock, 
bulkheaded the shaft at the fourth 
level and made a chute to the 
lower level and adjoining workings.

“WORLD’S FAIR MATTERS. 


The Oatlook for Co-operation from Abroad 
Lonpon, Feb. 15.-—[By Cable and 

sociated Press.}] The Globe today says 
that the prospects for foreign codp- 
eration in the Chicago Columbian Expo- 
sition do not appear very bright. ‘In 
the case of England,’’ the Globe adds, 
“the very grave feeling against the 
McKinley bill has not yet subsided, but 
it is to be hoped that the manufacturers 
will not let their feelings overcome 
their prudent judgment. Furthermore, 
such an attempt at retaliation is more 
likely to hurt themselves than anyone 
else. Americans and Germans are stren- 
uously trying to take our commerce. 
The absence of British competitors at 
the Fair would, therefore, be regarded 
more as a benefit than otherwise. It 
would also be regarded as an admission 
of defeat.” 


Trying to Head Off Gould, 

New York, Feb. 15.—An injunction 
was served this morning on the Central 
Trust Company, obtained by the Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Texas Railway, tem- 
porarily restraining the company from 
paying out any money on account of de- 
faulted coupons of the International 
and Great Northern Railway. In the 
affidavit of Henry W. Poor it was de- 
clared that the proposed plan of reor- 
ganization had been made for the pur- 
pose of securing to Jay Gould and 
railroads under his control the prac- 
tical ownership of the International 
and Great Northern. 


No More Slogging in Chicago. 

Cuicaco, Feb. 15.—Three thousand 
people gathered at the Second Regiment 
Armory tonight to see Andy Bowen of 
New Orleans and Jimmy Murphy of 
Michigan slog each other. Greatly to 
their disgust a police inspector gave a 
preliminary exhibition and announced 
that no more slogging would be per- 
mitted in Chicago. The audience 
watched the pugilists go through eight 
rounds without striking a blow worthy 
of the name except in the second round, 
when Bowen knocked Murphy down 
with a light right-hander. 


Miss Haggin to Marry a Count. — 

New York, Feb. 15.—The wedding of 
Count Festitics and Miss Ella Haggin is 
announced to occur on February 24. 
The bride is the only daughter of Louis 
Haggin and granddaughter of J. B. 
Haggin. Count Festitics comes of one 
of the oldest and most distinguished 
families of the Austrian nobility. The 
Count met Miss Hagginin Paris and 
followed her to this country. He is a 
member of the Paris Jockey Club and is 
a noted personage in society in Paris 
and Vienna. 


Killed by Wild Dogs. : 

Wicuita (Kan.,) Feb. 15.—John Pratt 
and his young daughter, who lived near 
Leonard, Sherman county, have been 
killed by wild dogs which infest that 
part of the State. They were return- 
ing home yesterday from Leonard when 
they were set upon by the animals.

BALMACEDA’S SILVER. 


England’s Actionin the Matter Explained 
to the Commons. 

Lonpon, Feb. 15.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] In the Commons 
today Lord George Aamilton, First 
Lord of the admiralty, responding toa 
question, denied that the British govern- 
ment was involvedin any constitutional 
question by the conveyance by Her Maj- 
esty’s ship Espiegle from Coronel, Chile, 
to Montevideo of 888 bars of silver, 
valued at £145,000, for the then Presi- 
dent Balmaceda. The question of the 
legal title of the then existing Chilean 
government was universally recognized 
and theshipment of bullion was regular. 
He added, however, that a chanae in 
the naval regulations under which the 
captain of the Espiegle acted was under 
consideation. 

Mr. Jackson, Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land, stated that the whole sum of 
£10,000,000 assigned for the purchase 
of land in Ireland under the Ashbourne 
act has been absorbed, The pending 
application for advances amounted to 
£361,584 above the sum provided by 
the act. = 

In the debate this onthe ad- 
dress in reply to the speech from the 
throne, Sexton, member for West Bel- 
fast, moved an amendment declaring 
that the majority of the Irish people 
and. their representatives in Paxlia- 
ment are convinced of the inability of 
the Imperial Parliament to legislate for 
Ireland inthe manner required by the 
distinctive interests of that country, 
and that this conviction has been inten- 
sified by the manifest failure of the 
land-purchase actto afford a basis for 
extension of the class of occupying 
tenants. He criticised the act se- 
verely. 

Jackson replied defending it, and 
Sexton’s motion was rejected—179 to 
158. The close vote was greeted with 
tremendous cheers by the opposition 
and Irish. The address was then 
adopted. 


Mormons in Idaho Politics, 

Boise City (Idaho,) Feb. 15.—The 
Republican State Central Committee 
passed resolutions favorablé to Mor- 
mons. On Saturday the Republican 
State League took diametrically the 
opposite course. The secretary of the 
league said tonight that the understand- 
ing was that only Mormons who have 
abandoned polygamy were to be recog- 
nized by the Republican party. — 

Action by the league had not been 
clear, hence the action of the com- 
mittee. 


Assalling the McKinley Act. 

Cuicaeo, Feb. 15.—The constitution- 
ality of the McKinley Administrative 
Act is to be attacked. The first move 
was made in the United States Court 
this afternoon by the filing of a motion 
to dismiss the appeal of Collector Clark 
from the decision of the Board of Gen- 
eral Appraisers assessing certain duties 
on dress goods belonging to Locke, 
Huleatt & Co. The motion is on the 
ground that the Administrative Act is 
void. Technical points are raised to 
support it. ‘ 


Alice Mitchell's Case. 


Mitchell was brought into court this 
morning. Her lawyers argued that 
they should be allowed to inspect the 
letters written by her to Freda and 
other letters which the Attorney-Gen- 
eral refuses to show. They say that 
the letters are material toward showing 
Miss Mitchell’s state of mind before she 
murdered Miss Ward.

A dispatch from Albu- 
querque, N. M., says that Navajo In- 
dians opened fire uponelive stock in 
sight of cowboys near Coolidge station, 
on*the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad, 
Saturday afternoon.

Another Detachment Defeated After a 
Bloody Encounter. 


Priests Said to be Inciting the People te 
‘Strike a Blow for Restoring the 
Republic’s Old Consti- 
tution. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 


St. Louis, Feb. 15.—[By the Assocle 
ated Press.] The Republic’s El Paso 
special says that a well-known mining 
man, just returned from Chihuahua, re 
ports that country in an unsettled con- 
dition. He says that the revolutionary 
movement there is sympathized with 
by the lower classes and they are daily 
gathering arms and perfecting their or- 
In several instances they 
have already rebelled and won victories 
against the federal troops. The move- 
mentis urgedon by the priests, who 
hope to overthrow the present govern- 
ment and resurrect the constitution of 
1872. 


One priest at Teochi, claiming to be 
a saint, has complete control over the 
Indians for miles around. Urged on by 
him the people have declared against 
the government, and so serious did the 
movement become that federal troops 
were sent. The first detachment of 
troops soon fell under the infiuence of 
the priest and joined the revolutionary 
forces. Asecond detachment was met 
by the revolutionists and a fight ensued 
in which twenty regulars and nine 
rebels were killed and many wounded 
on both sides. The troops succeeded in 
capturing the town, but the rebels es- 
caped to Sonora, robbing and plunder- 
ing en route. 

Following close upon this another 
battle was fought at Las Animas in 
which the revolutionists came out vic- 
torious and without the loss of a man. 
Eight federal soldiers and their com- 
mandant were killed and their arms 
and ammunition were captured and dis- 
tributed among the revolutionists, who, 
up to the time of the departure of the 
miners, still held the town. 

From every pass in the mountains 
swarmed men eager to join the move- 
ment until the federal soldiers sur- 
rounded the town and permitted no 
one toenter. A few days later there 
wasa skirmish at Yeckery, in which 


number captured. The people are 

gathering in all the little towns and 

giving the government much trouble in 
ispersing them.

THE CITY COUNCIL. 


A Lively Debate on the Question 
of Salaries. 


Two Additional Assistants Given to 
the Health Officer. 


An Important Report Submitted by 
the City Attorney. 


A Street Car Company Cannot Forfeit a 
Part of Its Franohise—Large Amount 
of Street Work Ordered—Rou- 
tine Business. 


The City Council met in regular ses- 
sion yesterday morning at the usual 
time and place, every ward being rep- 
resented. 

After the usual, preliminaries had 
been disposed of the following routine 
business was transacted: 

REPORTS OF OFFICERS AND COMMITTEES. 

The report of the City Treasurer, 
showing the transactions of his office 
during the month of January last, was 
referred to the City Auditor. ag were 
also those of the City Clerk, showing 
the collection of $12.50 from the re- 
demption of tax sales, and the City Tax 
and License Collector and Chief of Po- 
lice, showing the issfance and sale of 
twenty-nine numbers for licensed 
wagons. 

The City Clerk reported that in the 
matter of the opening of Sixth street, 
from Pearl to the west line of the Gal- 
pin tract, the ordinance of intention 
had been filed on January 5 last, the 
notice of public work on the 8th inst., 
but that a protest having been filed on 
the 9th inst. by the estate of B. Blake, 
deceased, it remained with the Council 
to take some action therein. The pro- 
test was ordered filed and the City At- 
torney directed to prepare the neces- 
sary ordinance ordering the work done. 

The Zanja Committee reported rec- 
ommending that the bid of Peter Kee- 
nan for the construction of a wooden 
flume at 88 cetits per lineal foot and 
cement pipe at 98 cents per lineal foot 
and wells at $47 each, for the Alameda 
street zanja, be accepted, and also that 
the City Clerk be directed to advertise 
for bids for the old fume lumber. The 
report was adopted and the City Attor- 
ney directed to prepare the necessary 
contract and bond. 

The report of the Board of Public 
Works, as published in Taz Times on 
Saturday morning, was read, and the 
recommendations contained therein 
adopted. 3 

HEATED DEBATE ON CROSSWALKS. 

That with reference to the laying of 
crosswalks, however, gave to a 
heated debate, Councilman ~- Nickell 
gag that the city was overdoing 
this sort of thing, while Councilman 
Rees took the ground that improvements 
could not be overdone. The former 
member then moved to refer the matter 
back to the Board of Public Works; but 
the motion was defeated by a vote of 5 
to 4. 

- Councilman Nickell then announced 
rthat hitherto he had refrained from 
asking for crosswalks in his ward, but 
since other members seemed determined 
to push the matter through, he would 
insist upon an amendment to the recom- 
mendation. He therefore moved that 
crosswalks be laid across Hansen street 
on the north side of Downey avenue, 
and across Darwin avenue on the west

BIDS. 

The following bids for the removai of 
the roof of the Macy street bridge were 
then opened and read and afforded a good 
deal of amusement to the crowd of con- 
tractors in the lobby: Peter Keenan,

$50 and lumber; Sturdevant & Potter, 
$49 and lumber; Conrad Scheere, $385 
and lumber; Frick Bros., $85 and lum- 
ber; G. H. Williams, lumber and $1 bo- 
nus, and D. F. Donegan, who offered to 
dothe work for the lumber and ten- 
dered the city a bonus of $11 for the 
privilege. 

Upon motion of Councilman Nickell 
the bid of D. F. Donégan was accepted 
then and there, and the City Atttorney 
directed to draw up the necessary con- 
tract. 

ALAMEDA PIPE LINE. 
Councilman McGarry moved that the 
Street Superintendent be directed to 
lay the pipe line on the south side of 
Alameda street, from Third street, as 
recommended by the City Engineer. 
Councilman Nickell, however, moved 
as an amendment that the Street Super- 
intendent be directed to stop up both 
ends of the present storm-water pipe, 
and maintained that no possible good 
could ensue from the carrying off of the 
storm water, as to remove it from one 
part to another on Alameda street 
merely transferred the damage from 
one man’s property to that of some one 
else further down. 
Councilman Tufts moved that the mat- 
ter be referred tothe Board of Public 
Works and City Engineer. This being 
simply a motion, ard not a recommenda- 
tion of that committee, it should be in- 
vestigated. 
Councilman Alford said that that was 
not the proper thing todo. This mat- 
ter had already been before the Board 
of Public Works for nearly a year, and 
while the Councilmen were sitting down 
and talking it over the people were suf- 
fering from the nuisance complained of. 
Councilman Rees said that, as it was 
possible that some of his colleagues did 
not know the true condition of affairs. 
he would explain the situation. The 
present pipe, which was not ordered by 
this Council, unquestionably removed a 
great nuisance, since it carried off all 
the storm water which formerly ran 
down Alamada street and filled up 
the cable company’s conduits un- 
til all traffic was stopped. The only 
trouble was that the water stagnates in 
this pipe after the rainy season, and it 
is to relieve this that the smaller pipe 
was suggested as the. best means of 
abating the nuisance thereby created. 
After some further debate action was 
deferred until the afternoon session, on 
motion of Councilman McGarry. 
_ The report of the land commissioner 
recommending that the protest of Frank 
Kopetcky against the re-leasing of the 
East Side stockyards tothe Santa Fé 
Railroad Company be filed was adopted 
as read. 

The Finance Committee’s report was 
adopted and the accompanying demands 
approved in accordance with its recom- 
mendations. 

A recess was then declared until 2 
o’clock p.m.

CITY ATTORNEY’S REPORT. 

The City Attorney’s report was read 
and disposed of as follows: 

I have prepared and present herewith an 
ordinance for the appointing of commis- 
sioners for the opening of West Sixth 
street, formerly Ward street. [Adopted, 
and upon motion of Councilman Rees the 
names of the resent ‘commissioners, 
Messrs. McIImoil, Davidson and Moriarity, 
inserted and the question of opening the 
street west of the Galpin tract was referred 
to the Board of Public Works. 

I have investigated the franchise of the 
Main Street and Agricultural Park Railway 
and find that the first franchise was granted 
in 1886 for a period of thirty years fora 
street railway to be rahe em by horses, 
with the privilege of substituting cable or 
electricity. This franchise is for the fol- 
lowing route: From Main and Temple 
down Main to Washington, along Washing- 
ton to Figueroa, Figueroa to Jeffer- 
son, Jefferson to ain, Main to Wash- 
ington. This franchise was amended 
in 1890 by a franchise for fifty 

ears over the same _ i “route, for 

orses, cable or electricity. I am of the 
opinion thatthe failure to maintain and 
operate any portion of the road for which 
a franchise has been secured Will be suffi- 
cient legal reason for forfeiting the whole 
franchise, provided, that by such fail- 
ure to operate the public are in 
any way discommoded. Any action to for- 
feit the franchise will have to be taken by 
the Attorney-General. I recommend that 
the company be notified that the city does 
not recognize its right to forfeit or surren- 
der a portion of its franchise. 

[Upon motion of Councilman Rees the 
matter was referred to a special committee 
to confer with the company, and the chair 
appointed Messrs, Rees, Nickell and Tufts 
as such committee.] 

In regard to the petition of certain prop- 
erty owners to be reimbursed for taxes 
paid on the so-called ‘‘horizontal raise”’ of 
1889-90. I find that all of the amounts paid 
were paid before thé tax became delinquent. 
It has been decided by our Supreme Court 
several times that such payments are not 
made under duress even if a protest is 
made at the time, Iam of the opinion 
that these claims are also barred by the 
statute of limitation, action not having 
been brought on them withintwo years 
after the right of action accrued. For 
these reasons Iam of the opinion that the 
claims cannot be legally enforced against 
the city. [Action deferred until afternoon 
session.] 

I submit herewith several deeds for the 
right-of-way for an outfall sewer to the 


jyocean. These deeds very nearly complete 


the right-of-way te a point near Ingle. 
wood, and I advise that they be ac- 
cepted and ordered recorded immediately. 
[Adopted.] 
DISCUSSION ON SALARIES. 

The draft of an ordinance providing 
for the employment of assistants in cer- 
tain departments of the city and fixing 


Councilman Summerland moved that 
the salaries of all city employés be 
raised 10 per cent., but there being no 
second he moved that the street-sweep- 
ers’ salaries be raised 25 cents per day. 
* Councilman Rées moved that the fore- 
‘men in the street department be raised 
265 cents per day, which motion carried 
by the following » vote: Ayes—Mc- 
Garry, Rhodes, Rees, Summerland and 
Tufts—5; noes—Alford, Innes, Nickell 
and Bonsall—4. 

The ordinance was then adopted by a 
yote of 8 to 1, Councilman Nickell, who 
alone voted negatively, explaining that

the subject, presented at the morning 
session, was again read, in which he 
gives it as his opinion that the claims 
are barred by the statute of limitation, 
and that they are not legal claims 
against the city. hale 

Councilmen Rhodes, Rees and Mc- 
Garry favored the refunding of the 
money, saying that they did not think 
the city should take advantage of a 
legal technicality, but should treat the 
people fairly. 

Councilman Nickell did not think the 
city should repay this money, when it 
had no right todoso. Hedid not think 
the Council is justified in paying back 
$15,000 or $20,000 when they had 
no right under the lawto dose. 

Councilman Innes thought the matter 
should be decided in the courts; he, for 
one, did not favor going against the 
opinion of the City Attorney. Presi- 
dent Bonsall concurred in this opinion. 

President Bonsall moved that the 
City Attorney’s report be adopted, 
which failed by a tie vote, Mr. Rees be- 
ing excused from voting onthe ground 
that he is an interested party. 

Councilman Nickell moved that the 
petitions for the return of the money be 
denied, but withdrew the motion before 
a vote was taken. 

Councilman Rees then moved that all 
petitions for the return of the money be 
granted, and on a vote beihg taken the 
motion was lost by a tie vote, Mr. Rees 
being again excused from voting, and 
the petitions were tiled. 

The Zanja Committee reported favor- 
ably on the proposed lease between the 
city and George E. Milliken forthe 
water of zanja No. 6-1, at $60 per 
month for three years, andthe same 
was approved. 

VICTOR AVENUE SEWER. 

The hearing of protests against the 
Victor avenue sewer was then proceeded 
with. The protests were read, after 
which Mr. Brown briefly addressed the

A message from the Mayor was read, 
stating that he had not signed the ordi- 
nance fer the grading of Boston street, 
as requested by the Council, for the rea- 
son that the property owners had not 
paid the expenses incurred, at the same 
time expressing his disappreval of the 
principle of compelling people to con- 
tribute to pay these expenses when they 
were opposed to the improverfients in 
the first place. 

After a lengthy debate the Mayor 
was requested to return the ordinance 
to the Council unsigned. 

An erdinance providing for one chief 
sanitary inspector at $70 per month, 
two inspectorsat $60 per month and 
one keeper of the city pest-house at $60 
was read and passed under suspension 
of the rules. 

An ordinance granting property own- 
ers on Twenty-seventh street permis- 
sion to improve the same by private 
contract passed under suspension of the 
rules. 

The Mayor returned unsigned the 
Boston street ordinance, when the vote 
by which it was passed was reconsid- 
ered and the matter referred to the 
Board of Public Works.

His Visit an Official One in Connection with

Brig.-Gen. C. C. Allen, Adjutant-Gen- 
eral of California, arrived in the city 
from Sacramento at 4 p.m. yesterday 
and is at the Hollenbeck. The General, 
or as he is more familiarly knewn here, 
the colonel, is down here on efficial 
business connected with the all-absorb- 
ing problem of the colonelcy of the Sev- 
enth Regiment. 

He was seen at his apartments bya 
Times reporter last evening and Cone 
versed quite freely on military matters. 
The Adjutant-General is, as a matter of 
course, fully acquainted with the his- 
tory of the regimental disturbances 
here, and the court-martial proceediugs 
which caused the present existing state 
of affairs. After reviewing® the 
facts of the case he referred 
to the recent decision of Jud 
Clark, vesting in Col. Russell the title 
of colonelof the regiment subject te 
orders, and said that under that de- 
cision the command of the regiment 
could only be determined by an order 
from brigade or general headquarters,

The Silver Question. 

The report of a majority of the 
Committee on Coinage, Weights and 
Measures, recommending the Bland 
Free Coinage Bill, puts the silver men 
in the lead again, and gives them some 
strong arguments with which to meet 
their opponents. The fact is that this 
silver question is not one on which the 
country divides according to party 
lines. There are Republicans in Con- 
gress and throughout the country who 
are just as earnest advocates of free 
coinage as the Democrats. It may be 
stated broadly that the moneyed classes 
—those who hold and better their for- 
tunes by loaning money and receiving 
interest—are in favor of keeping money 
as scarce and rates of interest as high 
as. pessible. . Those who belong to the bor- 
rowing class want to see money as plen- 
tiful as possible, so that they may real- 
ize on their possessions or make money 
in trade or otherwise and pay their 
debts. When silver was practically de- 
monetized by the abolition of free coin- 
age, about .the time of the. re- 
sumption of specie payments, it ac- 
complished a vast shrinkage in the 
circulating medium of the country, 
Ever since that time there has been 
more or less complaint of hard times, 
Although measures have been passed 
looking to the placing of silver on an 
equal basis with gold at the established 
ratio, the administration of the United 
States Treasury has always been hostile 
to it, and ‘has discriminated in favor of 
Wall street and the moneyed classes, 
Thus, while the United States Treasurer 
has had the option of. paying off the 
bonds and the interest upon them in 
either silver or gold, he has always 
elected to pay in gold, even when the 
treasury was burdened with 
While silver was regarded as good 
enough to pay pensions to old soldiers, 
it was not ‘good enough torthe bond- 
holders. This is a discrimination wholly 
unjustifiable and one which the country 
will not long tolerate. 

The fact that silver is recognized as 
a commodity, and is.purchased and held 
as bullion while silver notes are issued 
thereon, does not meet the case. The 
country needs both gold and silver in 
circulation and Government notes as 
well. A large volume of money is re- 
quired to answer our commercial re- 
quirements. 

To auswer this requirement both 
Democrats and Republicans may unite 
and say that the discrimination in favor 
of scarce money and the interests of the 
wealthy classes shall no longer con- 
tinue. Any party that dares to advo- 
cate a single standard and. restricted 
circulation is sure of defeat sooner or 
later, for this policy conduces to the 
interests of the few against the inter- 
ests of the many.

House Committees to Investigate 
Its Effects. 


Alliance Members Go with the Demo-. 
crats on the Question. 


A Big Mississippi River Appropriation 
Reported in the Senate. 


Outline of the Forthcoming Minority Re- 
port Against the Bland Free Coinage 
Bill—Other Matters at the 
National Capital.

WasHINGTON,. Feb. 15.—[By the Asso- 


ciated Press.] The House has de- 
creed that the first investigation into 
the operations of thé McKinley law 
shall be conducted by the Committee on 
Agriculture. This arrangement has the 
informal sanction of Democratic mem- 
bers of the Ways and Means Committee, 
as the inquiry of Chairman Hatch and 
his committee is to be directed particu- 
larly to the effect the high tariff has 
had upon the agricultural interests of 
the country. 
It is understood that later on the 
Committee on Manufactures will be 
authorized to conduct an inquiry as to 
the effect of the tariff law on manu- 
skilled wage-workers, 
and thus, in the end, two reports will 
be made on the various phases of the 
new law by as many different com- 
mittees.

Mr. Funstor was frequently inter- 
rupted by Messrs. Livingstone and Wat- 
son of Georgia, but declined to yield, 
only remarking that they had told the 
farmers the contrary, »beoause. they 
would not have been elected had they 
told the truth.

NEW TARIFF BILLS, 


Three Measures to be Reported to the 
House this Week. 


WasninoTon, Feb. 15.—|By the Asso- 


‘| ciated Press.] The Ways and Means 


Committee will report three tariff bills 
tothe House during the present week. 
This much was determined upon at the 
meeting of the Democratic majority to- 
dayand the measuresto be reported 
are Springer’s Free Wool Bill, Mr. 
Bryan's Free Binding Twine Bill and 
Mr. Turner’s bill placing cotton ties, 
cotton bagging and machinery for mak- 
ing the same on the free list: 

Mr. Springer in explaining his bill 
said that all wools and hair and all 
waste matter are put upon the free list. 
All waste matter advanced beyond the 
condition of scoured wool, shoddy and 
mungo are taxed 25 per cent. The 
rates on woolen and worsted yarns are 
fixed for all values at 85 per cent. ad 
valorem. The rates on woolen 
and worsted cloths, shawls, knit fabrics, 
etc.,are fixed at 40 per cent. The 
equivalent rate under the McKinley act 
is not stated under all items, but on 
worsted the rate was from 90 to 146 
per cent. Other rates, not stated, 
would vary from 90 to 800 per cent. 
Blankets, hats of wool and flannels for 
underware are reduced from 80 to 25, 
from 35 to 80 and from 40 to 85 per 
cent. Underthe McKinley act the rates 
are from 78 to 110 per cent. On 
women’s and children's dress goods, 
etc., having cotton warp, the rates are 
fixed at 35 per cent. Under the Me- 
Kinley act they are over 88 per cent. 
Onthe same with woolen warp the 
rates are fixed at 40 per cent. The 
equivalent rate under the McKinley act 
is 90 to 110 per cent. ~ Ready-made 
clothing for men and cloaks, jackets, 
etc., for women are fixed at 45 per cent; 
rates under the McKinley act 82 and 
84 percent. The rates on carpets of 
allkinds are fixed at 80 per cent.; 
equivalent rates under the McKinley 
act from 50 to 82 per cent. 

“The rates are lowest,’ said Mr. 
Springer, ‘upon goods to be used by 
the masses of the people. and highest 
upon high-priced goods to be worn by 
the more wealthy classes, the reverse 
of which wastrue under the McKinley 
act. The average rates in the pending 
bill will be between 80 and 35 per 
cent., as against 40 per cent. in the 
Mills bill.’’ 


AGAINST FREE SILVER. 


Report of the Minority of the Coinage 
Committee, 

WasHINGTON, Feb. 15.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Mr. Williams of Massa- 
chusetts, from the Committee on Coin- 
age. has submitted the views of the 
minority on the Bland Free Coinage 
Bill. The character and purpose of the 
bill is outlined, and the report says in 
part: | 

The pe not greatof an avowed de- 
preciation by our Government of the value 
of its own promises. We shall never openly 
repudiate our debts or corrupt the medium 
of payment. The danger lies in legisla- 


tion, such as this bill proposes, which shail | 


make the Government unable to maintain 
its te eeg and tokens on the basis upon 
which they have been accepted. That basis 
isa dollar, which is exchangeable every- 
where; which does not give up 30 cents at 
our border, nor yield anything to fire or 
water—the dollar of gold. Substantially 
all obligations in this country are payable 
in gold or have been incurred 
since this Nation resumed specie payments. 
The gold dollar, is, therefore, not only 
the best but the only honest dollar in 
which obligations can now be discharged, 


under plausible tbeory or confident 


prophecy citizens may be misled into repu- 
diation, which they would not consciously 
approve. To make this bill understood as 
a measure of repudiation is to secure its 
defeat. It is perfectly clear that at the 
very moment the treasury of the United 
States shall refuse to pay gold coin upon 
demand ‘noone else will receive sixteen 
silver dollars in lieu of one gold dollar, be- 
cause the single customer of the world for 
silver at that price has refused to purchase. 
It does not follow that the price of silver 
fixed by the rativ in this bill can be main- 
tained, even if our Government is willing to 
receive payment of its dues in silver coin 
and to pay itsdebtsin gold. The exchange 
value of silver will be dependent alone, not 
on the willingness of the Government to 
keep up exchange; but on its ability to do 
so. Even speculation on the ultimate fail- 
ure of our treasury to maintain its policy 
might’ well suffice to drive gold to a pre- 
mium, precipitate a scramble for the gold 
in the treasury and suspend gold payments 
by the Government, regardless of the will 
of the Secretary of the Treasury. 

The minority submits that the only 
possible result of the legislation pro- 
posed in this bill is the prompt suspen- 
sion of gold payments by this Govern- 
ment and the immediate adoption of 
the cheaper monetary standard of sil- 
ver. The history of monetary changes 
in the past is recited. Aninternational 
agreement is urged as necessary. The 
statement is made that the bill cannot 
raise the price of silver to the ratio 
value and will bring silver from foreign 
countries. The stock of silver in Eu- 
rope is set forth at $1,398,000,000. 
Silver coming from abroad would de- 
stroy the gold standard and savings 
bank depositors, artisans and pension- 
ers would suffer. 

Summarizing, finally, the minority 
urges that not even the advocates of 
free silver coinage deny that this law 
is an experiment new in the history 
of mankind and based upon conditions 
which never have existed. It says: 

For such an experiment nothing can be 
justification which has not in it the cer- 
tainty of a great-reward to the people un- 
dertaking the task, That-reward is not in 
sight of any one save the owners of mines, 
who desire to receive at the hands of the 
law $1.29% an ounce for a commodity 
which is sold, in eager competition, for 


two-thirds of that sum though diligently 


produced at an average cost of 51 centsan 
ounce. When we attempt to raise the price 
of the annnal product of our mines more 
than 40 per cent. we undertake to lift also 
the value of $3,400,000,000 worth of for- 
eign silver, in the value of which we have 
not the slightest interest. The codperation 
of foreign owners is not asked, and the risk 
of this experiment, six-sevenths of which is 
for the benefit of foreign countries, isto be 
thrown upon the shoulders of this Republic. 
The volume of the currency will not be in- 
creased but diminished. The bill itself 
will drive our gold into the coffers of spec- 
ulators, invite foreign holdersof our se- 
curities to sell at any price to escape loss 
by repudiation, and our whole monetary 
system will be thus disrupted. 

Accompanying the report is a.bill au- 
thorizing the President to invite an in- 
ternational monetary conference, 

The silver men have secured upwards 
of 120 Democratic signatures to their pe- 
tition asking the Rules Committee to 
bring ina special order for the silver 
bill. There are 228 Democratic mem- 
bers in the House, so the silver men 
have secured a majority. They say 
they have received assurances from 


members of the Rules Committee that. 


they will do what is shown to be the 
will of the majority of Democrats in the 
House, but it is not likely'that the com- 
mittee will meet for some days.

The officer took the two men 
across Folsom street, when a shot was 
fired. Then two other shots were fired. 
The night was dark and Curtis believ- 
ing himself fired at broke away. and 
ran. 

Attorney Wilson closed by saying that
